how ſpecious and plauſible ſoever they may be. 


And notwithſtanding your ent huſiaſtick Wiſh 
B (Pag. 
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(Pag. 96.) and the ſanguine hopes with which 

you ſeem here and there to be fluſter'd, of 
bringing about your intended Reformation (i. e. 
Deſtruction of the Church of England) theſe Prac- 
tices and Proceedings of yours, in my opinion, 
betray a ſinking, an expiring, gaſping cauſe. 

My ſecond Remark was on the turbulent and 
reſtleſs Spirit of Meretics, who cannot bear a 
Competitor any where, One wou'd have thought 
that, when you had left the Communion of the

This ſame Perſon was Co- 
temporary with your Hereſfarchſbip at Cambridge, 
and when you firlt departed from the Faith ouce 
delivered to the Saints, and broach'd your Arian, 
or Euſebian Opinions, ſaid © ] remember 
« I/hiſton well enough at Cambridge; we eſteem d

let him exjoy it to the utmoſt, and make the beſt 
of it that he can; for which he is oblig'd to 
your Reproof, Pag. 138. And ſince Dr. $———s 
is ſo profuſe in his Elogias upon others, it wou'd 
be angrateful, if ſome among the Learned did not 
repay him. This probably prevail'd with the 
| Prevaricator laſt Commencement, to remember him 
(as I was told) in that Saying —— © Cambridge 
* has its Holton, and Oxford its Tindal ; but

You next tell us, Pag. 7, Biſhop Moor, (to whom, 
Pag. 5, you ſay you was Chaplain) who ought to 
have that Fuſtice done his Memory, that he was ever 
ambitious of being, and of being eſteem d a Patron of 
Learning and learned Men, &c. 

To paſs by your little ſighting Expreſſions 
aud of being efteem'd a Patron of Learning, &c,—— 
for if he really were a Patron of Learning and

And becauſe you have ſuch a Love for wrang- 
ling and Diſputiag, you muſt alſo have the Angels 
to argue, and ſome others of the Orders of rational 
Beings ſuperior to them, (but you don't tell us who 
they be) to be nicely skill d in Arguments a Priori. 

It is pity but you could contrive by the Help of 


vour Copernicus, or ſome other of your wonder- 


ful Mathematical Inventions, to convey Pen, Ink, 
and Paper to the Angels, and the other higher Orders 
of rational Beings, by the Road of Saturn's Ring, 
Pag. 14, that they might alſo become Miriters, 


and hold a Correſpondence with you. Then we 


may hope you will fix the Longitude! and then 
we will take you for our Oracle in Divinity ! 

But to ſpeak my poor Judgment, I think, that 
it will be one part of the Happineſs of good Men

Guineas, ſo that I cannot purchaſe them; and if 
you go on yourſelf, and puſh' on your tuo Sons, 
William and George, to become Authors, your Vo- 
lumes may grow from eight to ſixteen Guineas ;

c ceſe, to accept of a Tranſlation to a richer, 
* inorder to enable himſelf to do more good,

And this will appear evidently, if we add to | 
| 


Mr. Johnſon's Account, that every Clergyman to be 
4 4 L quakfy'd 
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qualify'd by one degree for the pooreſt Living, muſt 
at leaſt expend 3 or 4007, which pertiaps is all 
his Fortune; and which, if it had been employ'd in 
Trade, might, before he can get a ſmall Living, have 

turn'd to a good Maintenance. And before he 
riſes to a Living he muſt probably be contented 
with a Curacy of 20 or 30 l. per Ann. till he's forty. 
Years old. Then perhaps he may, after abun- 
dance of ſervile Cringing and Waiting get a 
Living from 50 to 100 J. per Ann. Which is brave* 
But then there are Fr/t- Fruits, Charges of Pre- 
ſentation, Inſtitution and Indufion, and an Houſe, 
Buildings, and Chancel to be repair'd, which ſo 
involves him in Debt, that he never overcomes it 
all his Life; and which was the Reaſon of his 
Predeceſſor's leaving things in ſuch a bad State. 
After he is ſettled, all Charity and Hoſpitality is 
expected from the Parſon, even by thoſe who will 
force him many times to go to Law for every Due; 
which if he does, he ſets all his Pariþ to combine 
together to plague, and abuſe, and eheat him all 
his time among them, and to call him litigious 
and quarre}ſome, and what not. Then his Taxes 
muſt be rais'd, and his Tithes, which ariſe out of 
the Lands already taxed, muſt be aſleſs'd to the 
utmoſt 3 as alſo to the Poor, the Conſtable, and e- 
very thing: Beſides all which to the Civil Go- 
verument, there are yearly Tenths, Procurations, 
attending on Viſitations, &c. to the Eccleſiaſtical ; 
and I may add, oftentimes long, tedious, and 
expenſive Journeys from diſtant parts of the King- 
dom to London for Inſtitution; and if he happen to 
get any better Preferment, all the ſame muſt be 
done over again. T'ill at laſt the poor Man is 
wearied out, and leaves a numerous Family and 


Widow to the wide World ; and his Succeſſor goes 
on in the ſame Road. 


This; 
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This, I am ſatisfy'd, is the general Caſe of the 

general Part of the Clergy in England. Whilſt all 

others lead into the Poſſeſſions of their Prefathers, 

with little or no Trouble or Expence. 
Not to mention the Buying or giving large 

Preſents, or the exempting the Tythes of the 


Patron's Demeſne-Lands for Preſentations, or the 


Patron's tacking an antique Abigail or a primitive 
Coufm to a Living: By which, or the like Methods, 
the Laity are always for going Shares with the 
Clergy ; and which is the fatal Neceſſity the Clergy 
are often brought under, either to comply with 


ſuch Terms or ftarve, having perhaps no Fortune 


or ſecular way of Life. 


Nor to inſiſt on the buying of Books, a toler- 


able Number of which muſt be had ; to purchaſe 
which is another great draw-back to the inferior 
Clergy : and it would near undo half of them, 
were they to:buy thy Works of eight Guineas Price, 
in one Year. 

Surely then you cannot envy theſe poor Brethren, 
Which are by far the more numerous. 

What then? is it the Great Ones you are ſo 
angry at? 

Truly I don't know many of thoſe ; there may 
be here and there one ſcatter'd in a Dioceſs who 
may make a Proviſion for his Family; which is 

always the Cauſe of Exvyenough. But it is but 
few Livings which can do this ; and that with. 
the utmoſt Frugality and good Oeconomy, for the 
Reaſons already given. And thoſe who have 
Pluralities have Trouble and Charge enough in 
getting and holding them ; and it 1s fit, in my 
Opinion, that there ſhould be ſome among the 
Clergy who may be able now and then to ſtand 
by their Brethren, and cope with here and there 
an inſolent Country-Squire, in aſſerting the Rights 


and Properties of the Clergy ; who otherwiſe with 
25 L 2 Hounds 
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Hounds and Horſes, and by dint of a Commuſſion of 
Peace, would ride over, trample on, worry and 
devour the inferior Clergy ; tho at the ſame time 
perhaps the Squire is ſupported in all this by be- 
ing a Pluraliſt in Tythes. 9 821 8 2 

I hope you do not forget your Friend the 
Doctor, who held good Preferments, Mr. 
Jacłſon, who would alſo do the like, but for 
thoſe d - mn - d, thoſe c——{——d Sbſcrip- 
tion. and Dr. Hees, who holds a Prebend in 
the Church of Sarum, and the Deanery of Burien, 
and probably a good Living. 

You'll ſay . perhaps, that theſe deſerve them. 
And l ſay, that others deſerve them better. 

Yourſelf was a Pluraliſt. You had Keſſingland Vi- 
caridge, which, according to Mr. Ecton's Valor, is 
42 J. 10 s, oo d. clear yearly Value. And Lowyſtoft 
Vicaridge, alias Leyſtoſt 43 1. 16 f. 03 d. clear year- 
ly Value. Jo both which, if we add 20 l. per 
Ann. for being put at the loweſt Value, amounts 
but to 106 J. o6s. 03 d. per Aunum. But then 
you had the Mathematical Profeſſorſhip at Cambridge, 
And yet all this would not do.
